He 
was in England's team for 
the international maten 
against Wales at Cardiff in 
1953 and, in the same year, 
went with England’s side on 
the South American tour, 
playing against Argentine at 
Buenos Airies, He was also 
a reserve for many inter- 
national sides. 


Garrett played with Black- 
pool in two English Cup 
finals at Wembley. In the 
first, in 1953, Blackpool 
to Newcastle 
United but the side won in 
1953 when it defeated Bol- 
ton Wanderers, that being 
the match in which, says 
Tom, Matthews ran riot and 
cul the Bolton defence to 
ribbons, 


Garrett came to Australia 
with the Blackpool side in 
1958 and played with the 
side at Wallsend, where he 
now plays with Newcastle 
Austral in its home games. 

Garrett is the only man in 
Australia with two English 
Cup medals—one for the 
1953 success and one for 
the 1951 loss. Tommy 
Dawson, of Lake Macquarie, 
is one of the only two other 
players now in Australia 
with a Cup-winner’s medal, 
the other being Bill Perry, 
who played with Blackpool 
in the same Cup final as did 
Garrett.
